Editor*: Will you give place in your 
columns for a plain man, in a plain way, to 
review the declaration of principles of the U 
for O club, No. 573, which holds its meetings 
in ibis county, In the city of Nashville? As 
this "club" will probably set its vigilance com- 
mittee under a "seai of&ei rety" to Hud out who 
I am, I will inform the said "club" thst I am 
a life long citizen— a ntttivc of this State; that 
I am vow loyal, have always been loyal, have 
never sympathised with secession, have never 
given aid or comfort to it, by word or deed, 
as many ef the "club" know. And I will fur- 
ther state that I know the leading members 
of this club. I am not a member of the club, 
and would probablj be rejected were I to ap- 
ply for membership; not because anv one of 
th :m doubts my loyalty, but because / am not 
an Abolitionist . 

Mark my prediction: it will not be long be- 
fore these very men will deny that they ever 
belonged to an Abolition society, and will 
seek tor a chance to dodge. They will proba- 
bly want office again, at a time when the peo 
pie can express their lentlments at the ballot' 
box. This club would exclu .le the venerable 
father of his country— Washington and all the 
framers of the Constitution— because they were 
pro-slavery men. It is a painful thing to see 
such imputations cast at our revolutionary 
fathers. In my strictures I do not desire to 
be offensive, but being unaccustomed to politi- 
cal dodges, I will of necessity seem, perhape, 
too plain. But our ccuutry is In imminent 
peril, and whatever ia calculated to prevent 
tbe success of the Union came ought to be 
met promptly and earnestly. 

I honestly believe that this dab will do our 
cause here infinite damage.

Good ! Amen to that ! But do they hold 
the Constitution to be an Abolition Constitu- 
tion f 

"We are for depriving disloyal citizens and 
seditious office seekers of the Northern States 
of i<11 temptation to bid for Southern votes, by 
establishing tbe policy, once for all, that no 
one now in arms against the Government, or 
in any way in the interest of the rebellion, and 
especially no disloyal slaveholder, shall ever 
share In ruling the desliuies of this nation at 
tbe ballot-box, until at least as much time has 
elapsed as la required of unbiased and unprej- 
udiced foreigners before exercising the same 
franchise, or until It shall have become evi- 
dent that In their family aud social circles 
feelings of patriotism have supplanted those 
of treason."

Does 
not every man in this State know that the 
non-slaveholder is Just as disloyal as the 
slaveholder ? and tbat one means used to fill 
the Secession army was the representation to 
the poor men that the Republican Administra- 
tion intended to let tne negroes go tree, aud 
place them on an equality wi.h white men? that 
rack negro men would be gallanting the poor 
men's daughters?

No disloyal slaveholder shall be allowed to 
vote until be U naturalized, and bis family 
ceases to talk treason, 1 means that no 
slaveholder, unless he is an Abolitionist, shall 
vote till slavery is abolished. And It is well 
known In this community that many 
of this club, can not prevent their families 
from talking treason. Is a man to be treated 
as a rebel, because hia family sympathize 
with secession? Do these gentlemen not 
know that a great many timid men (non com- 
batants) In our Stale, seemed to sympathise 
with secession, when, in fact, they did not? 
Did not some of the leading members of the 
club do so ? "And inasmuch as so many ol 
the once honored citizens of Tennessee have 
proved themselves recreant, and unable to sp 
precia'e a good government, we cordially In- 
vito the loven of freedom in every laud to 
settle in our midst, and unite with us In per 
petusting tbe blessings of republican institu 
tions. And we do now declare It to be the 
duty of all Union men throughout the State, 
to exert their influence so to shape 
our lnstitu'JoBs as to give every pos 
si Lie inducement to iunrgrat'ou," means 
to Imp rt Abolitionist) to vote for 
these always and exclusively I nion men. Be 
careful, gentlemen, you do not catch in your 
net too many pre -slavery men. Appoint a 
committee to • xamine every man who comes 
Into this SU'.e. Tbe eyes of Union meu of 
tbH Stale are upon yon. 

"We do most soicmly affirm, a? the result of 
our life-long acquaintance, and of our Inti- 
mate familiarity of all Its workings, that the 
institution of slavery tends to dishonor labor 
a id smother enterprise; is incompatible with 
an Intelligent public policy, sound moralitv, 
tbe safety and permanency of the Republic, 
the development of tbe resources of the State ,

Governor N. 8. Brown worked ou his father's 
farm, on Indian creek, In Giles county, nis 
father and he and one negro man worked to 
educate a large family of sixteen, and finally 
won the highest honors of the State. Gov. 
Andrew Johnson worked as a tailor, and glo- 
ries in It now. These are only a few among a 
thousand examples that might be given in 
this State. The people c f this Suite have never 
shown that they felt that a man waa disgraced 
by labor, but on the contrary, the fact of their 
being working men g wc them position. 

"It (slavery) smothers enterprise." ThJa Is 
not true in any sens? whatever. It has not 
affected this State as relates to Individuals or 
as a community. Ours is essentially an agri- 
cultural State, and a more iirosperous bodv of 
farmers is not to be found. We do not care 
for large cities; they ore not necessary to the 
prosperity of an Rgrlcnltural people. Yet 
there is nothing in slavery to forbid the 
growth of cit'u s, if It would pay to have them. 
Look at our railroads, almost equal to the 
best even of the older States; our school sys- 
tem, our State capital, our institutions for the 
blind, for the Insane and for the deaf and 
dumb, and say Is the enterprise of Tennessee 
''amothered." 

"It is incompatible with an intelligent pub- 
lic policy." Our glorlons revolutionary fa- 
thers did net think so. When, pray, did these 
olnbttes make this discovery? "It lessens the 
free population of the country." The wealth 
of a country does not consist in the number of 
its inhabitants, bnt in the amount the people 
have to export; not on tbe amount produced, 
bnt on the amount of surplus prodnced and 
sent to markets abroad. If a people ceusuro 
all tbey produce, there is no increase in the 
wealth of such a people. But a people thai 
produces one or two, or ten, mirMons WWve- 
tbe amount consumed, such a people are that 
many mllKoLS richer. 

"We, therefore, hold It to be the true inter- 
est of tbe people of this commonwealth to 
abolish the institution of slavery at tbe earli- 
est practicable period within which tbe eman- 
cipation of slaves can be ellected, with safety 
to the slaves and justice to loyal masters." 
ThlB 1* the conclusion of this confession of 
Ith. "Loyal owners ! " Where is there an 
Abolitionist that admi's that the owner of a 
slave can be loyal? T' is would seem to have 
■ness In it — this "Justice to loyal 
ownere '." But have the rights of loyal men 
been respected? Where are the negroes of 
the loyal owners in Tennessee? What Las 
become of the negroes cf West Tenuessee? 
How many negroes of loyal men in Tennessee 
owners— changed from a Ten- 
nessee master to a master in some State Not th! 
How are these loyal men to have justice dot e 
them? Are these clubltes willing to see tbe 
slave code in this State executed? Tbey de- 
clare their adherence to the Constitution. 
Mv main objection to this U. f or<>. (Union for 
office) club is, that it has assumed as a stand- 
ard a test of loyalty which is new to Tenntrsce, 
and one that prevents the development of loyai 
sentiment in the State. 

It says to slaveholders in effect— "you arc 
a wicked, unchristian set; we bave no confi- 
dence in your pretensions to loyalty. You 
are deserving the severest puoisbment; juu 
must join us to put down slavery, or be ac- 
counted rebels," thus asking men to become 
Abolitionists, which was never asked of a Ten- 
nessee an before. Thus It dividts the loyal 
men in this State into two parties— the one, 
Union proper— tbe other, essentially Abolition. 
We will be compelled to form a true Union 
club, whose purpose will be to restore the 
Union; but ask bo man to be an Abolitionist. 
If a man is an Abolitionist, we could not re- 
fuse him membership unless he was in favor 
of letting "the Union 6lide" to get clear ot 
slavery. Such a man Is essentially a Seces- 
sionist, and could not be admitted. 

I would suggest to Tcnneeseeacs who may 
chance to read this article, and who are hoc 
Abolitionists, but true L'nion men, that we 
stand aloof from this Abolition society — this 
L". for O. Club— and when the people are called 
upou to apeak at the ballot-box, we have our 
candidate s for all offices, and if we do not 
rout these Abollti >nlsis I am greatly miet km ; 
and, mark my prediction, tome ol these men 
will attempt to join u-, aud will declare that 
they never meant to be Secessionists when 
tbey were nominally acting with Seeeesion, 
nor AboLtionlsts when th« y joined the Aboli- 
tion society. But we have the documents 
against them, and if we don't make them wine c 
then, I am no prophet. 

In conclusion I will notify the clubltes tint 
we are reedy to enter tbe contest whenever 
we have a free exercise of tbe electiva fran- 
chise. Tennessee is grossly misrepresented, 
and if I am permitted to be heard in a few ar- 
s, through the press, I can and will show 
men of Tenue:see, 
lertst them. My 
style may s:etu rather poor I make no pre- 
tensions to elegance of diction, but only to tell 
plain, simple, unvarnishei trutb. Hold ou to 
office while you may, c.ub'.to, t>y apt-ointment. 
You will bear some day trom tne people. 
You will have to meet compe.itors, wno are 
neither Abolitionists nor Secessionists. We 
can not join your society You already have 
about as many as can well be accommodated 
with office for awhile. Whether you Intend it 
or not, you are prostratiug all Unionism iu 
this Sui te, and as long as you define the word 
loyal to menu abolition and tbe equality of 
the races, it is a most despicable word to ail 
true Union meu. 

Has Governor Johnson changed his views? 
He said in a spo^ch st Columbia, last spring, 
that "an Abolitionist is a Seceestouist, a Be* 
cesslouist is a traitor, therefore aa Abolition- 
ist is a traitor." What do the clubit-s thiuk 
of that?

to a section known here as the pine wood?. 
When near Chicot, our advance guard under 
Malar Anthony captured four of the enemy 'a 
pickets, all that were on the pos'. Nearer the 
town there was another aud stronger post; 
this the boys tried to surprise, but the rcbs 
were on the alert, and with swift horses 
escaped, throwing away their guns and scat- 
tering their blankets. The Colonel with 
twelve men charged through the town. . The 
enemy had Had. 

In the morning, without precipitate busts, 
we commenced our march for Opelousas, 
where we arrlvei at nigbt. The day's march 
waa a long one, and finely made. The countrv 
above aneTwest of us is not so rich or so well 
cultivated as that below. Between this and 
Berwick ia the garden of the State. White 
fligs are numerous through this section. 
More than two-thirds of the houses are deco- 
rated with them. Tex ins are dreaded as much 
as we — guerrillas more. We take their cotton, 
sugar .cattle and corn ; they rob their houses and 
persons. Families give water and bread to all, 
hoping to propitiate. The men who rem tin 
at home are sycophants. The women arc 
bitter against the Yankees, but niuny of them 
are ladles, and give as evidence of it that which 
no Northern woman will dtDy Is real — they 
treat our sick and wounded with tendanu tr.

Speech of Mr. Voorbees 
ocratic Convention at Indianapolis. 

My Democratic Feilow-citizmu of the State of 
Indiana: 

For the distinguished honor which you have 
just conferred upon me In calling me to ac- 
cept this elevated position. I return to you my 
sincere and heartfelt thank*. At such a time 
and under such circumstances as those which 
surround this hour, to be called npon to pre- 
side over such an assemblage as the one be- 
fore me, i3 an honor to be remembered to the 
latest hour or lire, and to be treasured up as 
one of tbe highest, proudest distinctions ever 
conferred by my fellow-citizens From a 
grateful heart, a heart often deeply touched 
by the kindness of my eonatrvmen, I thank 
yon. 

We meet to-day in accordance with the 
time-honored cuetom of political parties since 
the foundation of this Government. There is 
notbing new in this assembly. We meet as 
Kit fathers met before ua; we meet for the 
high and holy purpose of taking part in the 
discussion of these matters which rela e to 
tbe welfare of a Government formed and cre- 
ated and governed by the people. We do not 
recognize the f^ct that anything has occurred 
or can occur to divorce the people of Indiana 
from an Interest In public affairs. We do not 
admit that tte Democrailc party is in any 
manner ostracised from a partlcl' alion in mat- 
ters of government. 

Holding the Constitution of my country In 
my hand, I declare that this is a lawful as- 
sembly, lawful iu purpose and lawful In act. 
In tbU great doc ument I read that It Is an In- 
alienable right of the peoule peaceably to as- 
atuible aud ask tor a redress of grievances. 
-fTo sadder grievances ever befell the children 
of meu thau those which afflict tbe people of 
the United States at this time. Confusion and 
disorder darken tbe sky; the very earth is 
laden with the sorrow of our people; the vcice 
of woe and lamentation goe3 up from every 
portion of our distracted country; the angel of 
death has sprer.d his wing* ou tbe blast, aud 
there has has been no sacred blood sprinkled 
upon the door-posts of our home to stay tbe 
hand of the destroyer. It Is In such a time, 
my country nicD, that we mett, according to 
tbe plali precepts cf the Constitution, to atk 
the Administration to redress those grievances 
which bear so heavily upon us, and return 
spcedilv to tbe policy inaugurated by ibe 
fathers of our Government — that policy which 
made us a happy, imlted and fraternal people. 

Such being our objects, who shall tell us we 
shall not unci.' Where is the power thut 
shall interfere with or prevent us from peact - 
ably e xercising our plain com t tutloual right*? 
I, for one, pi nt u-y*elf np>n the Const itc- 
tion of myountry; it it i he rock on wbich 
1 built tbe i bur b of my political faitb, and 
the gates of hell -h ill not prevail agilnst it. 

Having thus peuccably assembled, according 
to the plain precepts of the Constitution, we 
are met, however, at tbe very threshold by an 
is-ue which we cannot avoid — an issue which 
it is out of our power to ignore lor a xiagle 
moment. We are met with a plain, palpable 
and audacious denial cf the liberty of speech. 
And when thus met what shall we do? What 
shall we say? I turn again to the Conrtuu 
tion — to the rock on which the Temple of 
Liberty is built — and ask what does that 
Constitution ray ? What it says you, 
fellow-citizens, aud I are willing to do. 
It is the rule ef eur conduct an<T we know 
no other. It is a safe guide in all cases; it 
leads us over no uncertain grounds; It hss 
been tried. The Constitution is all we want; 
we will have it as it Is, without any addltious 
or subtractions. When i am met with a de- 
nial of the right of free speech, I wi 1 rotne to 
tbe Constitution and ask what it says. It says 
that Congreaa, which is the only legislauva 
power known to the Government, sh ill pass 
no law abridging the freedom of cpeech or of 
the press. Thus saith tbe boon. Let that be 
true, though all the worla be a bar. If the 
Congress of the United States canuot, usder 
the Constitution, pass any law interfering with 
the freedom of speech, can anybody else do 
li? No. This is the hou?e of my refuge. 
Hither we will came for safety. We will toy 
hold of the very horns of the attar, aud in tbe 
name of American liberty, and wild a Arm re- 
llauce upou a just God, bid defiance to our 
persecutors. 

I ask that this book may speak again in our 
favor. It says that tbe Constitution and laws 
of the United S:atea, which shall l>e made in 
pursuance thereof, arc the supreme law of the 
land. Tbere ia, there can be no higher law 
than the supreme law. You cannot go above 
it. You cannot escape tlU conclusion. One 
of tbe perilous evils that now unhappily beee'. 
us as a nation, consists simply In thh fart, 
ilnt years ago a party arose fn the country 
proclaiming to the world a higher tow than 
ibe Constitution. 1 tell j< u : hit in my judg- 
ment he who proclaims that doctrine, aud In 
the next breath swears to sustain the Constl- 
tu°ion, is perjured lu the sight of Cod aud 
man. The Constitution Is the supreme law. 
It provides for the maintenance of thtse fisja] 
rights of lnedom— free speech, free press — 
and who ahall lake them away from us ? 

Yet, my fellow -c tizens.ln the face of this fact, 
we have been te Id 1 ere, In Indians, not merely 
tbat public dit cussio i was io general terms 
prohibited, but we hare ev<n been told what 
particular measures of public policy we sball 
not discuss. I am not going to descend into 
p •ri culurs upon this point, but I will tell you 
this, that the Democratic party will discuss 
the tax bill and tbe internal 
i for ye>u bave the monty 
eayt the confiscation 

emancipation policy. These me:sures sffect 
tbe beet interests ot the wblte man, and the 
peace and security of the Government for 
generations to come. To discuss them is our 
undeniable right. I plant my feet upon the 
Constitution aud foitmnly declsre, lu be- 
half of myself aud the great Democratic party, 
that we will never sui render to any power on 
earth the right to discusa all these measurea, 
which bear so t urtu'lv npon our dearest in- 
terests. We will discuss the-Presideut's com- 
pensated emancipation p A.cj We will dh- 
euss the right of this Government to put iu 
hand Into the pocket of the laboring white 
man for the purpose of freeing the negro. We 
will discuss the conscript act. We will dis- 
cuss the policy of every law that Is now or 
may hereafter be placed upon the S alu.e 
Book. Those of tuecu that are, in our Judg- 
ment, wrong, we will stk to be repealed. Wo 
will test their constitutionality In the courts. 
Iu short, we will do ail that our lather* liave 
done to assert our manhood and freedom; to 
demonstrate to the woild that we are not the 
degenerate sons of glorious tires. If vre are 
to give up these pr v.l*g<.s at the bidding of a 
despot, let us hide the lace of the G^oddess of 
Liberty in a funeral vuil, deceive the world no 
longer with tbe semblance of freedom, but ac- 
cept at once the name of despotism and wear 
tbe collar cf slav. B, 

Do we propose, as Democrats, to do any- 
th'ng wronk? Do wc love our country the 
less that we Intend to assert the heaven given 
rigbi ot free dlscusaioL? No; as for m±, so 
help me God, it ia because I leve my country 
more. What is your country and mine? I 
have no country ou side ot tbe provisions of 
the written law. Mr. Lincoln and his Cabinet 
constitute not my Government. They are 
mer.ly public servants, to be held responsible 
for their acts by an intelligent, an honest and 
a patriotic people. Am i, iu making these 
declarations, preaching to yoa doctrines sub 
verslve of the principles and precept* ot the 
fathers?

The Patrie saya: "The reply of Russia ex- 
presses In substaut e, Ideas and Intentions on 
tbe part of the Emperor Alexander which cor- 
respond In every respect with those of the 
Empwror Napoleon. The means of applying 
tbetn still remain to bo discussed." 

A Vienna telegram says: "Prince Gortscha- 
koff, in reply to the Austrian not-, aaya Count 
Rechbcrg was right, as events have shown, in 
anticipating tbat the Emperor Alexander 
would bo disposed to show clemency to the 
Poltis on the dispersion of the insurrectionary 
bsods. Count Rechbcrg will, however, per- 
c ive t>-at a return te order does not depend 
upon Interior measures alone." 

"The intrigue s of the foreign revo'u locary 
party are tbe main source of the agitation, and 
the influence of the great powers would, there- 
fore, be best exercised if directed against 
those intrigues. Prince Gortm h ikotf doubts 
cot that Austria wiU neglect nothing in order 
to put a stop to the machinations or the revo- 
lutionary puty." 

The Loudon Tim. s says that Lord Russell 
recalled to the recollection cf Russia the stip- 
ulations of tbe European settlement of H15 
and all tbe rights and privileges guaranteed 
to Poland by solemn treaties, which were ig- 
nored for a generation, and finally torn np 
at Warsaw In lfSJO; Russia, m a conciliatory 
tone, dtctoree herself ready to enter with 
Eigland into a consideration of the terms 
and condition of those treaties, with the pur- 
pose of ascertaining bow much ot that ancient 
character can be made a modern reality, tor 
England is assured that Russia is really only 
anxious to promote the welfare of Poland. The 
three Russian answers have one common pur- 
pose, but the manner in which it to conveyed 
is not unskillfully varied. 

In reply to the Austrian note, Russix pleads 
the difficulty of dealing with the intrigues of 
the revolution >ry party abroad. Austria to 
reminded that she shares tbe danger, as a pos- 
sessor of Polish territory, and has not yet 
been so ready in co-operating against the re- 
volt as might have been expected, consider- 

spiracy. 

The Morning Fust remarks that while the 
Russian Cabinet is inditing conciliatory notes, 
it is preparing tbe most violent means of re- 
storing older at the point of the bayonet. If 
the insurgents do not lay dewn their arms by 
the Pith of May the whole kincdom will be 
declared in a state of -lege, and martial law 
will everywhere be administered by au un- 
scrupulous soldiery. 
The Times sayo : 

It bas become doubtful whether the secret 
government of the national committee is not 
strouger at this moment lu Poland than tbe 
imperial authority. The command of money 
has at last told, and a machinery baa been con- 
structed and set at work, which has turned 
Russian officials into agenta of the revolution. 
It is a new state of things, more formidable 
than any ordinary insurrection. 

The Times also considers the Russian reply 
aa unsatisfactory. There ia conspicuous 
throughout a belief that the Western Power* 
will never seriously Interfere wi b anything 
tbat passed within the Russian frontier, that 
Poland nill be left to stand or fall according 
to her own strength, acd that consequently 
an independent and somewhat " 
may be used i 
to lecture the 
t rm of its wsys.

The 
only excuse for Hooker is that he had discov- 
ered his utter inability to handle a Urge army, 
and moreover was, perhaps, laboring under a 
tit of depression, such aa oJtee occurs to peo- 
ple whose appetites for stimulants are exces- 
sive.

An umbrella-like helmet, of fabricated 
sheets of steel and copper, shields the head, 
while a Vandyke of interwoven silk cord an' 1 
lacquered network falls gracefully upon the 
shoulders. The outside of the helmet is pro- 
fusely ornamented with chriaantbemums n> 
gold, in beautiful open work, upon black- 
lacquer, with now and th-n a trimming ol 
purest silk. The visor is of copper, lacquerer 
in scarlet and brown. The armlets are of tb< 
finest copper chain work. The breastplate is 
of copper, Intersected with parallel strips o' 
lacqaer, and woven together with delicate 
wire and golden cord. A sort of kit accom- 
pauies the armor, and, with lacquered leggins 
srrotesquely formed, completes the set.
